months, Faust Gagarin, a Russian 
prince, to eight months, and Eu 
gene Victor Nelson of Chicago, to 
three months im prisonm ent for 
their share in the plot which the 
g toup attempted to carry out at 
Eberbach in August. 
All the defendants will 
have 
subtracted from their terras the 
period of their incarceration be­ 
fore the trial", and Nelson was set 
free today, aa the court considered 
his term had been served. Griffis 
was fined two trillion markH, 
On pronouncing the verdict the 
presiding Judge adm itte d Griffis 
was actuated by patriotic motives 
which might be wholly condoned 
in principle, but which neverthe­ 
less represented a grave violation 
of German sovereign rights be­ 
cause of the manner in which the 
plot was attempted.
